Our Centennial year will be a momentous one for Saint Albert 

f and one of the marking events is the publication of a newspaper 

that will, let us hope, record the joys and sorrows of the next 

century and prosper with what has been called the oldest and the 
newest town in Alberta. 

The "Saint Albert Gazette” is not the first newspaper in Our 
Town. As early aS 1889 the "Saint Albert, North West Territories" 
was published here. Nothing but the souvenir of a name remains. 

f In 1912 two newspapers began within a few months of one another: 
the "Saint Albert News" with Miss Vera Rheaume as editor, which 
serves to prove that if we were late in certain innovations, we 
were ahead as far as the emancipation of women was concerned. The | 
third paper of Saint Albert was a bilingual paper called the 
"Etoile de Saint Albert - Star of Saint Albert" and was edited and 
printed by Jos Lafranchise who for a long time was postmaster. 
The Star incurred the displeasure of the News which expressed it- 
_— | self in a nagging editorial. Both papers were short-lived. 
H Now the Saint Albert Gazette is born and it is a privilege to be asked to write in its first num 
‘ ber. I can't say that it was with fear and reluctance that I accepted the invitation of the editor. 
I think the publication of the newspaper is another sign of Our Town growing, becoming of age, flex- 
ting its muscles. Towns take longer to age than men and it might be that 100 years is just the time 
| it takes for a town to become adult. If that is the fact let us rejoice and prove to ourselves and 


to others that we are mature and able to grow with a will and a purpose and not just follow the 
% trends as they hit us in the flowing changes. 


For a long time, Saint Albert looked like a sleepy little town by the sleepy little Sturgeon 
River and nothing apparently was happening. Yet the origins of Our Town were not sleepy, nor too 
slow, nor too peaceful. It was more like the rampaging river at its crest in the Spring, like an 
explosion in the valley with so many events that would bring laughter and frowns if they were told. 
The pioneers were a rugged lot, full of life and wit and considered that quiet was not the better 
regime for lively human beings. It is in the later years that quiet descended and that we became 

dormant. 
) Now there is an awakening: homes are built, services are there for every one's use, trees are 
planted. We have schools and halls and organizations; so many organizations in fact that even the 
choice of those that suit each one becomes a problem. One fact is evident: we are growing fast, we 
will keep on growing and probably realize the dream of the Town Fathers and see 30,000 people here. | 
It takes more than many people to make a town. There is one thing to be said in favor of the old 
quiet life of Saint Albert: everyone knew everyone else, all felt close to one another, all helped 
one another and if at times there were differences, struggles, hatreds and even single combats, they 
did not last for ever and were engulfed in the good will of the majority. 
That kind of life will be more difficult now because 30,000 can not feel as close as 1500 and yet & 
we have to strive for that goal. We have to forget that we are so many Small units to remember only 
that together we form a large unit, like a large, good, united family. 
) It will take a lot of understanding, a lot of respect of all by all, a lot of cooperation and 
that marvelous disposition of the generous human being, the faculty of forgetting one's self for 
others, for all others no matter where they live and on what hill they worship, no matter if they 
are from an obscure little hamlet or from the grand city, no matter if they are in hard financial 
4 circumstances or if they live in a palace with two cadillacs in the car port for the neighbors to 
admire, 
It might take time to realize the ideal of a solid, closely knit community, to stimulate the dor- 
i mants and to quieten the biased and the prejudiced but we can and will succeed because it is a well 
known fact that there are more men of good will than sour-faced-joy-killers; there are more people 
with a wide open heart than there are with a dried up little pump. 


This will be enough. I don't intend to use a newspaper for a pulpit and I don't imagine that I : 


would be welcome if I did. All I wanted to do was to congratulate the brave man who has dreamed to 
begin a newspaper and who hopes to spread culture and good cheer with his news. I was carried away 
by my love for Saint Albert; after all I was here 32 years ago and twice I worked here for a total 
of 13 years and the sleepy little town has won my affection. There is nothing I want more than to 
see it grow and prosper in every possible way from size to wisdom. That is the reason why I| was 
carried away to such a length. I thought I was only thinking but I did my thinking aloud as I do 
with my friends.

The editing of a weekly newspaper is just another indication of 
the growth of the New Town of St. Albert. It is with feelings of 
appreciation that the Board of Trustees of St. Albert School Dis- 
trict No. 3 wishes to extend a friendly hand of welcome and con= 
gratulations to the Publisher of The St. Albert Gazette. This will ¥ 
not be the first newspaper to be published in St. Albert, just as © 
this is not the first time this community felt the pangs of grow- 
ing pains. 

During the early years of this century the importance of St. 
Albert made itself known. When Edmonton commenced to overshadow 
St. Albert because of those geographic characteristics necessary 
for the larger Metropolitan area, the importance of our town was 
evidenced by the desire for direct communication between the two 
areas in the Edmonton-St. Albert street car system and the Can-: 
adian National Railway. It was during this period that the late 
Mrs. Michael Hogan edited the St. Albert News, and had it publish- } 
ed by the LaFranchise Printing Press. 

The disaster of World War I was a crippling blow to the expected expansion of St. Albert at that 
time. However, the spirit of the early pioneers has not been lost. Much of it has been transferred 
Sto the present generation and those early settlers can watch many dreams come true even if they do 
look from beyond that Vale of Time. With the development of a new couritry these hardy forebearers of § 
civilization were not unmindful of the need of education. It is not strange therefore, that the early§ 
gschool system in St. Albert was so closely situated and connected with the Church, The Hardy Pioneers 
were God fearing as well as foreseers. 

The early teaching was done and assisted by those first Missioners. Who needs to be reminded of : 
aBishop Grandin and Bishop Legal, Father Lacombe, Father Leduc and Father Vegreville, and the other 
Oblate personnel together with the faithful Grey Nuns who made such contributions to the establish- 
ment. of’’solid educational system in St. Albert. 

In 1909, a modern building was erected under the guidance of one of the first School Boards. It 
qwas dedicated to the honor of the Parish Priest when named the Father Mérer School. Through this 
building with the evolution of time passed the expanding and growing youth populace of the district. | 
fit lost only its dedicated name through the years and even now after having been demolished in 1960, i 
is referred to as the Old Brick School. So from the conception of the St. Albert Roman Catholic 
Public School District No. 3, under the Northwest Territories Act of that day, through the recogni- 7 
tion of the District under the New Province of Alberta this institution continued to assist the young § 
men and women of St. Albert to gain and grow in knowledge and understanding for God and Country. 
In 1946, the District, though attached to the larger body of Sturgeon School Division No. 24, stillg 
retained its identity until the exclusion from that authority in 1958. 

With the growth of The New Town of St. Albert, it is not surprising to the many who have watched 
and participated in this expansion to see the establishment of The St. Albert Protestant Separate 
School District No. 6, to exist coterminus with St. Albert School District No. 3. With the con- 2 
tinuing operation of a school for the St. Albert rural population residing in the County of Sturgeon 
No. 15, there are more than one thousand students receiving their education in the New Town of St. | 
Albert, from a new beginner in Grade I, through to matriculation standing. 

Thus, as grows Canada and the West, so grows St. Albert.
